The reply filed on May 9, 2007 is not fiiUy responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Applicants have failed to adequately respond to the rejections set forth within paragraphs 4, 5, 7, and 9 of the Office action 
of January 9, 2007. Specifically, with respect to die rejection set forth within paragraph 4, the rejection is concaned with polymers 
haying melting points as low as -30°C; however, apphcants' response is concerned with glass transition temperatures, not melting 
points. With respect to the rejection set forth within paragraph 5, the rejection is concerned with the lack of enablement for systems 
wherein the chain extender lacks a carboxylic group; however, applicants' response is drawn to an amendment conceming the 
neutralizer. This ammdment and argument in no way address the issue raised by the examiner. With respect to the rejection set forth 
within paragraph 7, applicants have set forth arguments that are concerned with a process step of claim 1; however, this response in no 
way addresses the rejection of claims 21 and 22, because these claims are not so limited. With respect to the rejection set forth within 
paragraph 9, applicants have argued that the polyisocyanate of Klauck et al. is excluded from the claims; however, this argument is 
not commensurate in scope with the rejected claims. Independent claim 21 fails to exclude any specific polyisocyanate. See 37 CFR 
1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from 
the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
